earlier. 
^Lehman was the eleventh Demo- 
crat to be renominated. Four Repub- 
licans, one Farmer-Laborite and one 
Progressive also won party assign- 
ments to run again. 


Presidential Prospects 


Out of these 33 races, informed 


Washingtonians agree, will come 
some strong contenders for presi- 
dential nominations two 
years 
hence. Victory ki New York would 
put Dewey high among these. 


There is considerable belief here 
that Democratic startegy in per- 
suading Lehman to run again was 
concerned greatly with hampering 
whatever national aspirations Re- 
publicans may have for Dewey. 


Elimination efforts are not all on

Washington— Peace in 
Europe 


may have its repercussions in Amer-

world diplomacy or military power. 
For international wars are not the 


only kinds of 
friction 
which 


produce unrest.

United States, 
economic forces 
have been 
at 
war. Politicians 
have capitalized 
the unrest flow- 
ing from eco- 
nomic 
disturb- 
ance. The whole 
industrial 
ma- 
chinery of 
country 
Lawrence

has 
been retarded by the controversies 
that have arisen over the share that 
labor and management and owner- 
ship shall respectively derive from 
the nation's production. 


Governmental power

EXAMINING A DISPUTE 


The Sudeten question -was thought to 


be complicated by many who had read 
the history of the people involved and the 
boundary of the land through the centur- 
ies. But it was simple in comparison 1o 
other European problems. 


How far shall we go back in consider- 


ing the titles if these age-old disputes are 
somehow to be settled without bloodshed, 
which in fact settles nothing? 


The books say that the Sudetens were 


invited into this Bohemia land about six 
centuries ago. What a marvelous time that 
must have been when there was stil! 
plenty of room in Europe for all! 


Although these people lived in Bo- 


hemia they remained German ever since. 
It could be said that since they used Bo- 
hemian soil so long they might return to 
their original home in peace if they did 
not like the government. It could also be 
said that no considerable number of peo- 
ple have a right to live endlessly in a 
country from which they withhold their 
full fealty and loyalty. 


But the argument could easily switch 


when the Sudetens were heard from by 
stressing the fact that the;* carnc in peace- 
fully and upon invitation and have helped 
to make ar.d enrich their neighbors ever 
since. 


Of course no one argument can settle 


so complicated a puzzle. If we were to 
trust the records concerning the original 
title and occupancy of the land we would 
be involved in a dispute over the very 
records themselves, Jheir reliability and 
authenticity. Were we to depend upon the 
•wishes of the people involved -vc might 
find nation infiltrated from other nations, 
and fear design even if unable Jo prove it. 


As practical people we must realize 


however that force or a threat of force is 
an important factor in all adjustments, 
«o stubbornly do people and governments 
hang onto what they have in fear they 
will lose face if they compromise with 
others. And we must add to that factor an- 
other to the effect that the people involved 
may seldom create the trouble. Some- ] 
times, as claimed with the Sudetens, they 
are astonished to find how they have been 
painted as martyrs by those who want 
them for the sake of glory, but cannot 
jet them unless they stimulate the issue. 


All through the Balkans there arc 


aomewhat similar situations with the 


rights of the parties and the justice of the 
case much more crisscrossed than that of 
the Sudeten?. 


"THEY INTENDED ALL RIGHT" 
A number of surveys made by respon« 


siblc parties or institutions have been 
printed at various times indicating that if 
every person in this country paid the fed* 
eral government all of his income above 
$5,000 a year the total amount collected 
would only pay 20 per cent of the cost of 
government. 


So, if upon the very wealthy we raise 


the present income taxes from about 85 
per cent to 99 per cent, and if we do like- 
wjise with the moderately wealthy, and if 
we take the great middle class and tax 
them from 75 to 90 per cent, we will still 
be shy 80 per cent of the cost of our gov-s 
ernment. 


Thus do we recklessly plunge along. 
The socalled little fellow is likely to 


look at a statement of that kind, shake his 
head, shrug his shoulders and mumble 
something about it being no business of 
his. 


He doesn't even realize fully today the 


extent to which he is paying taxes through 
hidden means, and he hasn't the slightest 
conception of the further extent to which 
he is going to pay taxes through the same 
and other hidden means after we are done 
with the spendthrift royalists, sharks for 
borrowing and making display, who now 
rule us by consent of the voters registered 
two years ago. 


But, the little fellow has always been 


rather careless. He will pay taxes if you 
call them by some other name. But he 
mustn't know they are taxes. He may 
groan about the load but his explosions 
are mild since those who brought him to 
the place he occupies said many kind 
words concerning their purpose and their 
object, indeed, seemed to weep over him 
at times. 


And as in the future he fingers a 


threadbare pocketbook and shakes his 
head sadly at the difference between the- 
ory and practice, between promise and 
fulfilment, he may still remark with a lot 
of satisfaction. "Well, .they intended all 
right." 


THE REGAINED BATTALION 


Last Sunday there was held at New 


York the first reunion of the battered 
remnants of the Lost Battalion, men who 
actively participated in one of the most 
moving dramas relating to America's par- 
ticipation in the Great War. 


It was a typically American outfit. Al- 


though attached to the 77th Division it 
contained men from all over the country. 


Its commander. Major Whittlesey, re- 


ceived an order to advance without re- 
spect to flank support and thus his bat- 
talion infiltrated into the German lines in 
the Argonne forest and finally found it- 
self entirely cut off from support while 
continually subjected to machine gun, gre- 
nade and trench mortar fire. 


The Battalion suffered terrible losses. 


Exhausted and reduced to a mere handful, 
it still resisted armed assaults by enemy 
troops. It earned the respect of the Prus- 
sian general opposed to it who wrote in 
his report: "Let all men pause before the 
picture of their soldierly courage." 


It struck one of the most responsive 


chords in American life, the combined 
spirit of the daredevil who persists long 
after persistence is expected. 


But Major Whittlesey had taken to 


heart one of the general orders issued by 
the American 
command .reading that 


"Ground once captured must under no cir- 
cumstances be given up," an altogether 
stiff and unbending order, yet one that 
when explained to his men received their 
utmost approval as though they preferred 
to face any sort of numbers ahead rather 
than the thought that they had disobeyed 
their own commands. 


While the action of these 600 men will 


always command the respect of the coun- 
try a better understanding of its valorous 
efficiency is highly desirable. It consisted 
largely of mere youngsters unused to war 
and untrained to its discipline excepting 
for a period of 18 months or so. They faced 
and withstood bitter attack from all sides 
for five days and nights without potable 
water or warm food with the glory of 
their manhood ss the only compensation. 


Nor should it be forgotten that every 


one of these 600 probably despised war 
with characteristic American gusto, hated 
martial glory, and detested the very 
gooseslcpping frumpcry that so thrills 
those who make of war their fetish. 


But it would be idle to conclude that 


Americans can jump into a uniform and 
become soldiers overnight. These men had 
the essential training. Without that 18 
months or so in camp and on the march 
their adventure would have been a sorry 
one instead of the brilliant one it became.

They are 
jiving 15 per cent refunds on the liability prem- 
iums of private car insurance to policy holders 
who drive through the year without accidents. 
The refunds may exceed five million dollars.

Several hundred high schools hold "traffic 


schools" along with regular classroom work. 
Safe driving—and safe walking!—are .taught. 
Instruction is given in traffic laws, rules of the 
road and in actual driving. Some schools pro- 
vide tests to uncover any deficiencies a young 
driver may have, and show him how to com- 
pensate for such deficiencies. 


The rule of caution the schools teach is that 


sportsmanship and road courtesy are merely 
giving the other fellow a square deal. If one 
can be sporting on the athletic field, he can be 
sporting behind the wheel of a motorcar. 


The system works. Among 3,000 pupils train- 


ed in traffic safety, not a one was reported in 
an accident in a three-year period. Motor ve-

Nathan Feinrlnger. a member of the 
board and a member of the Wis- 
consin university law school, ex- 
plained ip the Winnebago County 
Bar association at a noon luncheon 
Friday at the Valley Inn. 


"If two parties are trying to reach 


an agreement, it is said, they will 
reach it." Fcinsinger told the county 
attorneys. In bargaining, it doesn't 
mean that an agreement has to be 
reached or that one of the two par- 
ties has to accept the terms offered, 
but neither the employer nor the 
union ran refuse to meet and both 
must show ogod faith in the bar- 
gaining agents. They must make 
an attempt to reconcile the differ- 
ences and reach an agreement. The 
presumption will be against the em- 
ployer if the union is acting in good 
faith, and vice versa." 


Fcinsingcr said that the greatest 


difficulty for the board to over- 
come is to determine whether an 
employer hires, fires, 
lays off or 


demotes employes on the basis of 
their union affiliations.

has said that violent resistance of 
labor unions results in racketeers 
getting control, the mediator stal- 
ed.

Seven Sections 


There are seven sections covering 


the labor relations act, he pointed 
out, and the first is the most in- 
clusive and covers the other six. It 
prevents interference against the 
right of establishing unions as a 
bargaining power. The second for- 
bids formation of company unions, 
while the third prohibits hiring, fir- 
ing laying off or demoting employes 
on the basis of union affiliations. 
The fourth forbids disciplining an 
employe for taking part in labor 
hearings, while the fifth forbids re- 
fusal to bargain. The sixth and 
seventh prohibit spying and black- 
listing. 


The lawyer also pointed out that 


the state act permits an employer 
to make a closed shop and can com- 
pel his men to join a union. 


Few employers resist the laws 


providing the right of forming un- 
ion and they will recognize them as 
legal bargaining agents, he pointed 
out. 


He warned the attorneys as to the 


extent in which they should par- 
ticipate in the process of bargaining 
negotiations.

Mus- 
solini hasn't even the shadow of a grievance or a cause to offer the Ital- 
ian people, who when the cheering dies down, would have to do the 
suffering and dying in person. There are no Sudeten 
Italians, and all the Italians who once clamored for 
anschluss with Italy were rescued after 1918. 


Nobody has been bending the Italian frontiers any- 


where, and, indeed, the object of the alteration or 
correction of frontiers should be particularly touch- 
ing to Italians in view of the fact that their frontiers 
now inclose territory which, in any readjustment con- 
sistent with the principles which the duce recently 
flung at Czechoslovakia, would be ceded back to the 
rightful owners. Both the duce and Hitler have con- 
spicuously avoided mention of the God-created Ger- 
mans who have known the true meaning of persecu- 
tion under Mussolini in the captured Tyrol, and Mus- 
solini, in the press of bigger considerations, has had

No Trump 
Convention 
Spots Aces

player knows the main feature of 
the 4-5 no trump convention; that 
it is based on two aces and the king 
of a bid suit, or three aces, and 
that the responder must bid five no 
trump if he holds two aces, or one 
ace and the kings of all bid 'suits.

If the North-South partnership 


did not have at its command a 
convention that locates all four of 
the aces, the laydown grand slam 
contract 
would 
be unbiddable. 


Note the utter logic of the bidding 
when South uses the 4-5 no trump 
convention. The opening spade bid 
is obvious. North might respond 
with two diamonds instead of three 
spades, but the latter bid is better 
on two important counts: First, a 
double raise in 
spades virtually 


shuts out East, and this is some- 
thing that should appeal to North, 
since he has very little defense 
against hearts or clubs. Secondly. 
a three spade bid smoothes the 
path for South to come in with 
four no trump if he has the val- 
ues for it. Since there is nothing 
wrong with a three spade bid, and 
since it conforms beautifully to the 
requirements for this strong raise 
(good trump support and at least 
two honor tricks with a singleton), 
it must, by the process of elim- 
ination, be the right response. 


Now let us return to South. Af- 


ter North's strong 
raise, 
South. 


with all lour aces, must turn his 
thoughts to a slam. Naturally, he 
cannot be sure of taking thirteen 
tricks merely because he knows 
North has good spade support and 
outside strength. Hence, the. best 
thing he can do is to present an 
accurate picture of his holding to 
North and let the latter make the 
final decision. To that end he initi- 
ates the 4-5 no trump convention, 
knowing that North will have to 
sign off (since he cannot have an 
ace), but intending to bid five no 
trump over North's response. This. 
then, is the meaning of the five no 
trump bid when immediately pre- 
ceeded by four no trump from the 
same player. It shows 150 aces. 
No other combination of cards jus- 
tifies this sequence of bids. Note 
how easy this information makes 
North's next bid. 
He can imme-

years of «e: 


"I saw in your stories a' shor 


time ago that if anyone has som 
true stories about animals to send 
them in. Over 50 years ago. I wa 
out in the mountains of Colorado 
and spent nine years there. I coulc 
tell many interesting stories abou 
bear hunting, bronco busting am 
shooting. 


"I was raised in Illinois, and my 


brother and cousin and I went ou 
to Thompson's ranch, in Colorado 
north of Pike's Peak. 


"One day in 1883 Thompson ant 


a rider man went out and brough 
in a bunch of cattle. In the bunch 
was a cow Thompson wanted to 
take northeast to a pasture. I wen 
to the corral and told him he'd bet 
ter throw two ropes on her and 
spread apart, but he said that if he 
let her out with other cattle he 
could drive her.

Answer: A lateral pass 
occurs

man. It must be at an angle to your 
own goal line. And the spot pass is 
a pass thrown to a man who is 
elected to receive before the plav 
starts. He is supposed to arrive at a 
certain position 
to receive. 
The 


shovel pass, sometimes called the 
submarine pass, occurs when the 
ball is thrown forward to anoth- 
er eligible ball carried by a passer 
who is five or more yards behind 
the line of scrimmage. It is a very 
short pass, usually thrown to an- 
other back. It gets the name -sho- 
vel" because it is frequently thrown 
underhanded. But it may be thrown 
under or overhanded.
